Then Education- 
al Division No. 2. with Colltlt 
Subdistrict No. 1; Powell Su’ • 
district No. 2; and so ou through 
the whole number of subdistricts 
in this Division. Then in tl e 
situe way number each subdistrict 
in the other Educational Divisions. 

5. The question is asked: Is it 

possible to make Lebanon (fo 
example) an Educational Division 
by itself? Refer to the new law 
(Bulletin No. 3) Section 2. which 
siys: “The County Judge, the 

County Superintendent of school 
and County Attorney shall then 
sub-divide each of the saic' 
educational divisions tnto school 
subdistricts following as nearly a k 
practicable the boundaries of 
existing school districts for while 
children”. If the educational 
Division (Lebanou) can be sub- 
divided i»to subdistricts, and if the 
trustees can organize a division 
Board as noted in Section 4, such 
possibility may be contrived. The 
rnitter is scarcely practicable. 

6. About questions concerning 
election of truetees: 

(a) Trustees are elected by 
ballot. Boxes are to be used and 
the secret bahot is to be used as at 
all regular elections. 

(b.J The County Clerk furnishes 
boxes and ballots. Procedure 
should obtain as in all regulai 
election except as specifically 
directed in the new law. 

(c.) The following blanks will be 
furnished by this office to the 
county superintendent: 

1. Certificate of trustee — eligibi I - 
itv. 

2. Petition of trustee— nomina- 
tion. 

3. Trustee’s election -returns 

7. Graded Common Schools 
shall retain their present bound 
aries and be exempt from the 
provisions ot the new Act. See 
Section 2. 

8. Bulletin No. 3. directs that 
the school session 1008 9 will not 
be affected by the new law. The 
Superintendent means it to be 
understood that old district 
boundaries according to 1908 
will exist, that the present trustees 
should arrange the opening of 
schools, the selecting of teachers, 
etc., but the old trustees vacate 
their office as soon as the division 
boards organize-withiu thirty days 
after the date of their election — 
August 31, 1908. See Section 4 
The new officers take full controle 
of school property, school super- 
vision, etc., at that time. 

Kellow-superintendent, 95 per 
cent, of our school people believe 
in the new system; I depend upon 
you as the head of your county. 
Bear in mind these two things at 
once; First, it is a great oppor- 
tunity you have to redistrict your 
entire county; second, your in- 
fluence should count for much in 
the selection of the right trustees.

Dear County Superintendent:- 

A bulletin giving detailed infor- 
mation and suggestions concerning 
the operation ot the new “County 
School District Law” will shortly 
be issued. Numerous inquiries 
and suggestions about House Bill 
No. 141 have reached this Depart 
menl and will have most caieful 
consideration. To»day this circu- 
lar may be helpful to officers for 
immediate needs. 

1. The County is the unit. The 
school boundary must coincide with 
the County. The law recogniz 
es no “fractional districts.” 
However, I thiuk, that 
conditions may make necessary 
“convenient arrangements” locally 
similar to the old law in Section 68 
Such arrangements cannot be 
effected by this office but must be 
perfected by local authoiities. Of 
course the redistricting will have 
no effect concerning the operation 
of schools for the year 1908-9 

2. The County Superintendent, 
the County Judge, and the County 
Attorney shall divide the county 
into Educational Divisions and 
they shall sub-divide each Educa- 
tional District into school sub- 
districts. Boundaries are to be 
based on white children, but when- 
ever these boundaries are fixed by 
these officers above named, the 
lines of white and colored distiicts 
shall coincide. 

3. Paragraph (2) above indicates 
that the officers named are the 
absolute authority to fix and 
change the Educational Division.

I have in this weeks Signal a 
letter from State Supt. J.G. Crabbe. 
Please read it carefully and note 
further the following: 

The uew law goes into effect 
June 15 1908. The county is to 
be divided into Educational Divis- 
ions before July 15 1908. Each 
school sub district elects one trustee 
on the first Saturday in August, 
said trustee is (o be elected by the 
qualified voters ot his school dis- 
trict aud all male citizens over 21 
years of age shall be the electors. 

Those who wish to be elected 
trustee of their respective district, 
must have at least ten names of 
reputable persons of their respect 
ive district sign their petition nnd 
no name shall be placed upon any 
ballot unless such nominating 
petition is filed with the County 
Clerk at least ten days prior to 
election. Said elecliou is to be 
held in the school house from one 
o’clock until five o’clock p. m. 

All elections for trustee shall be 
by ballot. Said ballot shall con- 
tain no emblem or device and the 
ballot shall be furnished by the 
County Clerk and paid lor out of 
the county levy. Each voter shall 
have resided in his sub -district 
s : xty days prior to the election. 

Tbe officers of said election shall 
be a clerk and two judges, and
